SEED TIME 

Perhaps the happiest time of the year is seed time. Then 
we are inspired by hope, and hope knows none of the limi¬ 
tations of realization. It is boundless. The tedious pathway 
to blossom trme and harvest, fades into the background, 
and in our mind’s eye every seed fulfils its fruitful mission. 
Spring is the season of hope, the never-failing restorative 
of mankind. . 

Seed growth is one of the most beautiful and surprising 
miracles of nature, an evolution which never grows stale. 
It is incredible that these tiny, dark entities should spring 
forth as they do, bursting front the ground, and expanding 
with such a wealth and variety of pleasures for taste and 
eye. There is probably nothing in the material world which 
brings such satisfying return as a package of seeds—noth¬ 
ing that gives such value for the effort entailed in planting 
and tending. 

Although the large scale sowing of grain out in the 
country has been beset by soil drifting this spring, the 
gardener has experienced a pleasant season. The unifor¬ 
mity with which spring “broke” has been one happy factor 
and there has been time to savor the pleasure of leisurely 
planting, to deliberate on plans. 

It is apt hard to recall many less favorable planting sea¬ 
sons. Last year was gne of rush in which the prime object 
was to get seed into the ground before it was too late fot 
planting. It was generally backward so far as first growth 
was concerned, beset by frost and minor discouragements. 

There have also been many of the ultra early seasons i 
when the impatient gardener leaped to action early in Ap¬ 
ril, rousing disapproval amongst his neighbors. Such ambi¬ 
tious gardeners upset life. They run counter to nature by 
their untimely energy, violating established rules disturb¬ 
ing the serenity of whole neighborhoods, a reproach to the 
dilatory, a general nuisance—and too often justifying 
their unseemly haste by their results. 

This year this has been very little of this neighborhood 
irritation. When the season finally “broke” everyone was 
in tune, and everyone got away to practically the same 
start. Rivalry is confined mainly to methods, with all gar¬ 
deners starting at scratch. 

And now we can dream our dreams and hope our hopes, 
until realization begins to rear its ugly head. 

THE SMALLER VIEW 

This is a time when a view of the big world beyond this 
continent is not conducive to happiness or serenity. There 
are few places on the map to which one may' point and say 
“There is a country of security and contentment.” It is, 
generally speaking, a distressed and distressing world, un¬ 
necessarily so no doubt, because munition makers must 
maintain profits and national leaders must outsmart each 
"ther. Hate, fear, distrust, avarice emanate'from many 
quarters, threatening to encircle the globe unless the caus¬ 
es, real or imaginary, are removed. 

. At such a time, the only rest and security comes from 
the small view. The little community and the individuals 
with whom one comes in direct and daily contact, serve to 
maintain faith in mankind and in the real kindliness of 
human beings. Individuals around us trjumph daily over 
hate and distrust. They discipline themselves to live in 
peace with each other, looking for virtue more eagerly 
than faults. They malte substantial concessions in material 
adjustments for the sake of harmony and goodwill, sacri¬ 
ficing that demanding fetish of “rights” for the larger 
good. They refrain from exploiting the weak and the help¬ 
less, seeking to remove insofar as they can the cause of 
suflTpting. In neighborhood disagreements they try to ex¬ 


ercise understanding, rather than fan feuds. 

Their individual "honor” is not a fragile thing, suffering 
from minor affronts. It is something within themselves 
controlled by themselves, built up through honest dealing 
and a refusal to countenance dishonesty or unfairness. It is 
something so staunch and vital that it cannot be success¬ 
fully assailed. Individuals realize that man’s span is short, 
and the best that can be got out of life are friends, a good 
name and harmonious associations. It is only fair to as¬ 
sume that individuals the world over, have this common 
aspiration. 

How strange that national feeling and international deal 
ings are often so much less admirable than the feelings 
and dealings of the individuals who make up the nations. 
“National honor” seems to have a far different standard 
from individual honor, being concerned mainly with prop¬ 
erty and possessions. National policies of acquisition and 
exploitation would be frowned upon if displayed by indi¬ 
viduals. Any intelligent community would quickly disepur- 
age the secret treaties and “ganging up” practised 
amongst nations. 

The world today, at least in respect to some nations; 
seems to offer one example in which the whole is not 
greater than its parts. 

BETTER PASTURES 

Amongst a number of smaller stockmen one hears the 
comment that pastures are not what they should be or 
have been. They are not in shape this spring to carry the 
desired amount of stock, and do not promise well for the 
season unless there is much better growth than has been 
realized in recent years. 

Commenting on this condition which seems to be gener¬ 
al, the I^thbridge Herald says: “We are somewhat prone 
in this country to let nature do it. Great piles of manure 
wasted, and a native pasture quite bare in August—how 
often this combination is seen. There is too much depend¬ 
ence on native grass, on many farms and small ranches. 
The result is that pasture value- is obtained from only a 
fraction of the land set aside for that purpose. A syste¬ 
matic plan of breaking up native pastures and sowing to 
crested wheat grass, brome or such .grasses would give 
much greater returns. This would build up a hay reserve 
in good years and would be profitable under all circum¬ 
stances. 

Over-grazing is a great danger, especially during a ser¬ 
es of dry years. A rest is required by pasture fields, and 
occasional re-seeding in order that full value may be ob¬ 
tained for the land. 

“It has been said that only about one-third of Canada’s 
pasture land is efficient. This is quite believable.” 

NO TIME FOR-DEBATE 

The majority of people in the^.province will approve 
Premier Aberhart’s statement that He does not intend to 
enter into any further controversy with Major Douglas. 
Major Douglas may be a wronged /tan in regard to his 
theories, but he is not wronged fin^icially, in his dealings 
with Alberta, and that is a phase which should go far to 
assuage_him. 

Moreover, the Major hastime on his hands in which to 
indulge in cablegrams and in V>ng wordy theoret¬ 
ical argument. But Premier AberhaVt is extremely busy, 
with no moment to spare for abstractiohs»4t_auu*Mappear 
that the British exponent of Social Credit had his 
opportunity to come to Alberta and thus lead the world. 
Regardless of what he may say, there is the firmly lodged 
conviction that he evaded his opportunities and responsibil¬ 
ities, and is now no more, so far as this province is con¬ 
cerned. 

Premier Aberhart is carrying immediate and heavy du¬ 
ties to his people. Although the outside world may be 
pressing for the application of Social Credit, there are oth¬ 
er matters also demanding attention. The refunding of 
provincial debt, the Dominion allotment for road work, the 
method by which the road program is to be financed; fin¬ 
ancial relationships with the Dominion; the entire credit 
of the province; the new forms of taxation; new laws and 
amendments to new laws—these and a score of other mat¬ 
ters are of vital concent to the electors of the province, 
and must therefore be the major concern of the premier. 

There is quite a tendency on the part of those outside the 
province to heckle and badger Premier Aberhart about the 
Social Credit platform on which he was elected. Even with¬ 
in Alberta there is a certain impatience. 

But the integrity of the. province in relation to creditors 
and to other parts of the Dominion is surely of the first 
consequence. In the light of this immediate problem, Maj¬ 
or, Douglas and his theories fade much farther into the 
background, than he apparently realizes.

Hundred Dollar 
Exemption Means 

The ruling allowing $100 worth of 
goods to enter Canada duty free will 
not cause much worry among Cana¬ 
dian merchants as there is so much 
formality to go through, it is unlikely 
many will subject themselves to it. 
Canadian residents re-entering Can¬ 
ada with goods must describe and list 
all articles, with the prices paid. They 
must show separately goods brought 
in for someone else, or for sale, as 
these are dutiable. Failure to declare 
any article acquired, or any false 
statement, will subject the traveller 
to personal penalties and the goods 
themselves to seizure. The traveller 
must declare that he has not received 
any exemption from duty during the 
preceding four months and that the 
articles listed were acquired as “an 
incident” of his journey and that he 
did not go abroad with the intention 
of obtaining such articles. 

The $100 exemption for personal 
and household goods includes such ar¬ 
ticles as automobile accessories, tires, 
and tubes, boots and shoes, clothing, 
and foodstuffs.

Recalls Words of British Chancellor 

Saying Alberta was Doing What 
Britain Had Done 

At his Sunday service. Premier Ab¬ 
erhart quoted the words of Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Brit- 
1 ish Exchequer in 1932, claiming that 
Alberta had done merely what Cham¬ 
berlain advised. 

“ A statement by Neville Chamber- 
lain, Chancellor' of the British Ex¬ 
chequer in 1932 in connection with a 
British loan refunding was read by 
premier Aberhart and found to be ap¬ 
plicable to the Alberta situation. The 
statement pointed otit that bondhold¬ 
ers could not expect to enjoy 5 per 
cent interest when the country was 
entitled to a lower rate. Also it point¬ 
ed out that no class was escaping the 
need of sacrifice. Mr. Aberhart point¬ 
ed out that four years ago Britain 
had done what Alberta was now doing 
and that there had been no squeals 
from the British bondholders. The 
premier pointed to the savings that 
would be made possible by the reduc¬ 
ed interest in Alberta and stated that 
the refunding would be of immense 
value to industry.”—Albertan.

“I was in St. Paul on a Monday 
when 125 carloads of Canadian cattle 
about 2,500 head, rolled in,” said Mr. 
Ross. “You can just imagine the ef¬ 
fect of that heavy shipment upon the 
market. It broke it for days. And the 
American rancher and feeder natural¬ 
ly was wild-eyed about it. That’s 
when the pictures were taken which 
we may expect to see in the Republi¬ 
can campaign literature being scat¬ 
tered through the ranching and feed¬ 
ing areas between now and the presi¬ 
dential election. 

Spread Shipments * 

“Now,” continued Mr. Ross, “had 
those cattle arrived at the rate of 20 
carloads daily, they would have caus¬ 
ed barely a ripple in the market, and 
there would have been no protest. I 
firmly believe that Canada will have 
to find some way to spread shipments 
to U.S. markets. 

“Probably the railways could help_ 
by taking only a certain number of 
cars across the line in any day. Or 
probably the Dominion livestock 
branch could design some way of 
spreading shipments.” 

Mr. Ross also warned that, at the 
rate Canada is pouring cattle into the 
U.S. markets the quota allowed under 
the pact, about 155,000, including cat¬ 
tle from Mexico and Canada both, the 
quota will be used up before grass 
stuff gets a chance at the market next 
fall. That is another argument for 
control of shipments.

“With this in niinilTWi' may be forc¬ 
ed to formulate some plan of issuance 
of certificates or bonds. 

The premier pointed out that insti¬ 
tution of such a systenj should not 
strike terror into people’s hearts. Af¬ 
ter all, he said, the present situation 
is based on sound money or gold. Nev¬ 
er, he said, had there been enough 
gold to fully secure the amount of 
credit, or paper issued against it. 

Only about a one to ten ratio was 
preserved in the matter of gold to 
credit or paper issued, he said. He 
pointed out that if any country lost 
its production its money would have 
no value#' 

The details of plan said to be under 
consideration by the government for 
issuance of scrip in payment of wag¬ 
es—as printed in some Alberta and 
other papers would have no place in 
his plan. The premier repeated that 
there was no thought of having any 
suggestion of scrip as payment of 
w'ages. Scrip was illegal. 

But, pending working out of details 
there was nothing to prevent payment 
with issuing of bonds or certificates 
against the credit of the province and 
this would be done if further assist¬ 
ance was not forthcoming from Otta¬ 
wa.—Morning Albertan.
